It is not to be believed that any 


superintendent would be consciously 
guilty of employing such coercion as 
is here indicated, but it Is quite con- 
ceivable that recommendations could 
be made to teachers in such a way 
that they would be free to under- 
stand that their interests would be 
bettered by complying -with the re- 
quest. There are a great many advan- 
tages of which teachers would be glad 
to avail themselves, which would bene- 
fit them in their work, from which 
they are shut out by the meagerncss 
of their salaries. It is very easy for 
a principal or superintendent, seeing 
only the advantage to be obtained, to 
make recommendations, and to look 
with especial favor on those who fol- 
low the advice given. And it is very 
easy for this to be carried 10 such 
lengths as to be a very serious burden 
on the resources of the teachers of the 
schools, without any clear realization 
of it on the part of the superintendent. 


Consequently the teachers of Pitts- 


field who brought the matter to pub- 
lic attention are deserving of a great 
deal of credit, and the thanks of teach- 
ers in general. 


The question of coercion is not con- 


nected with the advantages of voice 
culture for teachers, and the incident 
shows the growing appreciation of the 
influence of a well modulated, sweet 
voice on the pupils of the school room. 
Theoretically this has long been rec- 
ognized, but practically very little at- 
tent.on has been paid to it. If, how- 
ever it is so desirable a thing as it

FIRST IN EIGHT YEARS 


FOR PRESIDENT OF THE COLLEGE 


The New York Herald Sa>s Dr. Griffon 


Had the Lead, But Vote Was Well 


Divided Between Many 


Candidates 


The expected choice of a president 


for Williams college was not made at 
the meeting of the trustees in New 
York yesterday, although the matter 
was discussed at lengch. After the 
meeting Secretary Hollister was asked 
about it, and said: 


"The matter of Dr. Carter's succes- 


sor was very thoroughly considered, 
and all action, postponed. There was a 
full and thorough discussion of the 
merits of all the candidates." 
This 


was all he could be induced to say. H* 
declined to state whether a vote had 
been taken on the subject, and. to give 
the probable date of the next meeting, 
where it would be held, or the names 
suggested. He was asked about the 
report that the contest had narrowed 
down to three candidates, and said, 
"There are more than three Candi- 
dates." 


The only other action taken was to 


refer to-a committee a proposition to 
change some of the buildings on the 
college grounds. Mr. Hollister refused 
to go into details, and would not be 
questioned further about the matter. 


All the trustees with the exception 


of Dr. Hopkins of Kansas City were 
present. 


How The Vote Stood 


The New York Herald today gives 


the following statement of the result 
of the meeting: 


The man who received the most 


votes was the Rev. Dr. Edward Her- 
rick Griffin, dean of the faculty of 
Johns Hopkins university. 
He re- 


ceived five of the 15 ballots. Each one 
of the candidates had a determined 
following, and more than five hours 
of discussion and balloting failed to 
result in an election. The trustees 
were hungry when they got through 
and none of them was in a mood to 
talk about the affair.

It is understood that in the final 


ballot the vote stood as follows: Rev. 
Dr. Griffin, 5; Rev. Dr. Henry Hop- 
kins,3; Rev. JDr. H. B. Penrose, 
3; 


Professor Lefavour, 3;xand Rev. Dr.

In the contest heretofore the stnlg- 


gle was between Dr. Hopkins and 
Prof. Lefavour. Prof. Lefavour, who 
occupies the chair of physics, is now 
acting as president of Williams col- 
lege. He has a large following, and 
for a time it seemed as though he 
could not fail of election. The young- 
er element of the. college alumni favor 
Bliss perry, who is the editor of the 
Atlantic Monthly, of Boston, and a 
well known author. There was a talk 
later of compromise by the selection 
of a Harvard man who has not yet 
reached middle life. The candidates 
mentioned are all graduates of Wil- 
liams college."

members of the North 
Adams 
club 


contributed $261, a part of which was 
usefl and the rest set apart for further 
improvements of the same kind, upon 
the east side of the hospital. 


For all work upon the grounds for 


many years past we are under great 
obligation to John Marsh and his band 
of helpers who do the work* with ereat 
economy, always giving generously of 
their time ,and ^j-hose^interest is never 
failing. 


The* vacating of rooms in the hos- 


pital by nurses gave 'opportunity for 
many important 
readjustments 
and 


considerable work was necessary 
in 


many parts of the building. The third 
floor of the old part was completely 
changed. A partition was removed to 
provide a 
private 
maternity 
ro'om 


which was furnished by Dr. C. H. 
Wright 
in 
memory of an 
uncle; 


a 
maternity 
ward 
of 
three 


beds with other beds available for con- 
valescents; 
a private bath" and nur- 


sery and linen room, and all this suite 
was thoronughly renovated, walls and 
floor painted. This change affords ex- 
cellent facilities for a very important 
part of our work. 


The upper floor of the Gallup memo- 


rial has been so improved as to fur- 
nish a clinic room, a sterlizinff room 
and doctor's lavatory, and a conval- 
escent's ward, frequently needed by 
the overflow in the general wards. 


When finished the operating room 


will be larger, the floor tiled and walls 
and furniture all dressed in a fresh 
coat of white paint These rooms are 
supplied with all modern conveniences, 
among which are an instrument ster- 
ilizer 
and one of the best modern 


water sterilizers, which we were en- 
abled to purchase by the legacy of Mrs 
Cebra Quackenbush with the approval 
of her daughters. Mrs. -A. E. Rich- 
mond and Mrs. E. S. Wilkinson. 


Another very important addition se- 


cured by having the home is a beau- 
tiful children's ward 'of eix beds with 
'a private ward of two beds and a 


children's bath room. These <$varda 
were charmingly furnished by Mrs. C. 
H. Cutting and Mrs. John Bond. Wil- 
liafn Arthur Gallup gave $250 tjwards 
Slaking these changes in th& memorial 
wing. 


Outside additions of great 
impor- 


tance were also made, chiefly an up- 
per piazza on tfib east .side for fhe wo- 
men and an enlargement of the front 
porch. 


Every improvement made is to In- 


crease the chances of recovery 
and 


promote the comfort of patienis, and, 
as much of the care of patients de- 
pends on good housekeeping, a great 
amount of attention is paid to order, 
cleanliness, kitchen and laundry. In- 
deed the hospital housekeeping under 
the vigorous and capable supervision 
of Miss Stanley and Miss Copeland is. 
a model for us all. The diet of pa- 
tients is prepared with care and is a 
subject of constant study: and on this 
subject of diet I would say a few 
words. It is a matter liable t'o cause 
much petty annoyance in every hos- 
pital and it is a very trying thing 
when friends take up the complaints 
of patients in regard to tr-eir food. 


This matter has icceived the earn- 


est attention of the board; while bound 
to economy, we have always furnished 
good, wholesome food and plenty of it 
for the regular meals, and such lux- 
uries as the very sick require. 


The superintendent and all her as- 


sistants are not less desirous to do ev- 
erything in their power to 
prepare 


what is best* for each patient. If we 
would all stop to think of it, what pa- 
tient is a judge of what he or she 
should eat? Have we not all exper- 
ienced 
the s|me 
difficulty 
in

homes? 


Wef ought to remember h'ow dis- 


ease modifies the appetite, how a bad 
taste, loss of appetite or abnormal 
cravings are 
symptoms 
of almost 


every physical ailment, and leave this 
entire matter to those in wh'ose care 
the patients are placed, who are more 
eager and ambitious than 
anybody 


else to see their patients thriving in 
comfort and returning heatlh. 


It is a pleasant 
attention 
which 


many cannot resist, to take delicacies 
to their friends in the hospital, and^if 
it is consistent with the physician's 
instructions and treatment it is al- 
ways allowed and given to fhe patient. 


The training school is in a most sat- 


isfactory condition. Our efforts in co- 
operating, with the superintendent to 
raise the standard is meeting with 
success, in which this feature of the 
Home for their retirement, when re- 
lieved from attendance upon the sick, 
is a very wholesome factor. 


We deeply regret our inability to 


supply nurses to families when called 
for, but we have by way of experiment 
been trying another method during the 
year, and are now ready to offer this 
kind of service to our community. 


To meet th= demands which have 


been made upon 
our members 
by 


physicians and others for nurses, al- 
though unable to give full time, owing 
to the heavy work of the-h'Ospital and 
our limited number, we are willing to 
give part of our time to perform the 
more difficult nursing' service, leaving 
the remainder in the hands of mem- 
bers of the family. We will send a 
nurse to families or boarding h'Ouses 
by the hour for a moderate fixed sum, 
and endeavor to instruct some mem- 
ber of the family to carry on the work 
during her absence. 


Night 
nursing, obstetric 
nursing, 


preparation and assistance at opera- 
tions, and massage will be given by 
special arrangement. 
Infectious dis- 


eases must necessarily be excluded. 
In this way a'nurse can visit several 
patients in a day. 


The practical work of the visiting 


nurses receiving and answering calls, 
and all arrangements for special work 
and rates, will be-in the'bands Of the 
registrar at the hospital. 


Visiting nurses' rates as follows:

We hope this opportunity of help- 


fulness will be improved, especially by 
those who would find it inconvenient 
to add a new member to the family 
during a case of illness. 


It is with profound regret that we 


must report the resignation 
of our 


vice president, Mrs. Read, who with 
rare single heartedness for the high- 
est good has had a large part in the 
development of this work from its be- 
ginning. If Mrs. Read has felt a tithe 
of the strength and happiness in these 
associations that we have felt in her 
ripe wisdom and sustaining influence, 
it must be to her a joyful remem- 
brance. 


We regret, too, that Mrs. Fairneld 


feels compelled to retire from the board 
for a time. We shall hope that with 
returning strength her valuable co- 
operation will again be available. 


In comparing our hospital and its 


work in the beginning eighteen years 
ago with its present status, have -we 
not reason to be thankful? The num 
ber of patients has increased from 37 
the first year to 363 for the year just 
ended, besides the special cMnic pa- 
tients of Dr. Matte and Dr. Wright. 


The small central building- most in- 


complete for service and situated amid 
rough pasture grounds, has developed 
into an infinitely better building with 
its east and west wings for nurses and 
patients respectively. It is now ap- 
proached by two excellent roads and 
surrounded by quite an 
attractive 


space of lawn adorned with shrubs 
and flowers. 


I think no one can regret a single 


dollar or dime given to an institution 
which shows so much healthy vigor 
and development even if their gifts 
cost some sacrifice. 


Special note should be made of the 


group of trees planted west of the 
hospital under the auspices 
of 
the 


Monday 
club, 
an 
appropriate and 


beautiful tribute to 
the memory of 


Mrs. F. E. Swift. The Thimble club, 
which remembers u^ «5very year, gave 
a wheel chair tor the children's ward 
and made some sets of children's gar- 
ments. 


Recently the hospital was the re- 


cipient of $183.77 from the Knights of 
Columbus and the Berkshire club, the 
pfoceeds from a baseball contest. The 
Berkshire club had also previously 
given the receipts of a social. 


The young women of our city are al- 


ways the chief workers at the time of 
our annual ball and for all entertain- 
ments. This interest of the young 
men and "young women of North Ad- 
ams is very encouraging. 


We thank those ,who so generously 


fill the Saturday basket, those who

billsNor given

freely. 
On behalf of our patients we 


thank all who have been moved to 
show sympathy in any way or degree 
by sending clothing, flowers or fruit. 
We are grateful for Sand'' Springs 
water, the daily newspapers and fre- 
qtient favors from the press. 


The corporate members are lessened 


b/ t\vo names. L. I>. Brown was one 
of the founders of the hospital and a 
generous helper in the early days. 
The loss of a man like Col. Bracewell 
ine.ins a loss to every institution de- 
pending on the generosity of our peo- 
ple. We miss his encouragement and 
contributions and 
in 
the 
manifold 


ways in which a kind and thoughtful 
friend can render help. Mr. Gaylo'rd, 
Mr. Kearn and Mr. Carey frequently 
responded to our appeals for the hos- 
pital. 


We assume that when the business 


men of North Adams put this work 
into the hands of a board of women to 
carry on, they expected us to strain 
every nerve to meet the demands that 
were sure to arise in such a community 
as ours. This we have conscientiously 
striven to do. This we have had to do 
or let the work die out. There is no 
safety in a standstill policy in hospi- 
tals. The great improvements of the 
past year are, therefore, to be con- 
sidered in the nne of a progress that 
could not very well be longer postpon- 
ed. They mean a greater measure of 
work and efficiency, and like all pro- 
gress they mean expense. 


We can give no adequate idea of the 


finances here, but refer you all to the 
treasurer's report. Sufficient for this 
report to call attention to the debt of 
$8,500 made up of the balance on the 
new building1, the cost of improve- 
ments on the old building and the 
deficit carried over. 


The work of the treasurer is not only 


the heaviest but the most harassing 
on account of our financial weakness. 
Although considerable sums are paid 
into the treasury every year, only a 
small part is sure and reliable. 


In noting all the various gifts of the 


year one is impressed with the dif- 
ferent sources from which" they come. 
It shows that the hospital has won a 
place in the hearts of our people, that 
its work is appreciated and approved 
and' that it is supported not by the 
few but by many. In this grand co- 
operation on the part of churches, 
clubs and citizens, old and young, we 
recognize the source of our strength. 


We have done all we could to per- 


fect the work of treating- and caring 
for the sick and injured. We have en- 
larged the building to meet new de- 
mands; we have kept up to date; we 
have superb service from superintend- 
ent, 
assistant 
superintendent and 


nurses. The hospital has everything in 
its favor now except income. The pa- 
tients pay one half the income, and it 
is this difference between income and 
expenditure that has to be met. We 
have a little revenue from small in- 
vested funds. 
The rest comes from 


our citizens in one way or another. 


We have referred to losses that 


others need to make up. Some give so 
generously that we cannot ask them 
to'do more; some who have helped 
generously in the past have met with 
losses and misfortunes (and •cannot 
give as much as hitherto. Are there 
not a great many others who can take 
up these responsibilities and give more 
than they have been giving? 


North Adams is a highly organized 


community, our resources are thereby 
greatly divided. Large sites are re- 
quired to keep up so many organiza- 
tions and other large sums are sent 
away from our city yearly. It is a 
great source of weakness; too little is 
left for this home work which was 
first in the field and which has never 
failed a day in e%hteen years in doing 
its legitimate work. 


As we have said the beautiful spirit 


of co-operation is most vital and en- 
couraging, but it does not always in- 
volve such a sense of accountability as 
is required. 


North Adams assumed a sacred trust 


in building this hospital. Our financial 
status is involved in supporting it in 
a manner commensurate with the work 
which is given it to do. It is your j 
work. Have faith in it, talk about it 
and find out its needs. Put thought 
into it and create a spirit of enter- 
prise in its behalf that it may become 
a perfect exponent of our Christian 
sincerity and energy.

cars is the fact that the special gang 
of men who set the poles and prepare 
for the' stringing of the trolley wire 
has its work caught up with the con 
struction gang.

phia and other eastern cities and for 
her own protection prohibits the ship- 
ment of birds from the state, while 
Pennsylvania, finding her supply of 
quail entirely inadequate to meet th< 
local demand, declares that birds taken 
within the state shall not be sold at 
any time. 


The Philadelphia game dealers con- 


tend that this law cannot restrict sales 
of game brought Jn from other states 
and accordingly supply their customers 
in season and out with imported quail 
kept in cold storage. High prices stim- 
ulate their agents in Nebraska to evade 
the shipping law and their country 
correspondents in Pennsylvania to ig- 
nore the local law, and the native birds 
•when placed on sale cannot be distin- 
guished from tboee which are import- 
ed. Game preservation in- Pennsylva- 
nia thus becomes doubly difficult Un- 
der the operation of< nonexpert laws the 
supply of quail from the west is dimin- 
ished, prices naturally rise, and a pre 
mium is placed on the destruction of 
native birds. Unless the state can en 
force the law with respect to imported 
game she cannot effectually protect he. 
own birds.
